COPY of such Portions of the General Report of 1855 by Mr. Keenan, Head Inspector, 
as bear upon the Practice of Religious Instruction in the National Schools then under 
his Inspection. 


« As to religious instruction, five different practices prevail in the National Schools which 
I visited. These were— 


« First. Where there was no religious instruction at all given. 

»« Second. Where the teacher and pupils were of the same denomination, and religious 
instruction was regularly carried on. 

« Third. Where the teacher and part of the pupils were of different denominations, 
and the teacher gave the religious instruction to the children of his own faith only. 

« Fourth. Where the teacher and part of the pupils were of different denominations, 
and the teacher gave religious instruction to all the children, but to each in the doctrine 
of its own faith. 

“ Fifth. Where the teacher and part of the pupils were of different denominations, 
and the teacher gave a common religious instruction to all, none of them retiring. 


« I observed the first practice in one school only ; the second practice prevailed in those 
nlaces where the population is not mixed as to religion, and also in most of the large towns. 
Jphe third practice, where the teachers were Catholics, and, in some few instances, where 
they were Protestants; the fourth where the teachers were Catholics and ^ rotes ^ 
criininatelv (principally in the counties of Antrim, Derry, and Donegal); and the fifth 
was confined exclusively to schools which were conducted by Protestant (Presbyterian) 
teachers. 

“ In all the schools that I visited in Belfast, which were taught by Presbyterian teachers, 
and in which there was a mixed attendance, this practice prevailed ; indeed, it is pretty 
general ^througlmut the counties of Antrim and Londonderry, but I never observed it o 
geneial tmou of ^ country . J3 y this practice religious instruction is separate 

^steTtime from the ordinary literary business of the school, but not as to a distinction o 
the^enominations whilst religious instruction is going on. I have brought these different 
macticesalready under the notice of the Board in my ordinary repute upon the schools 
and have therefore, no occasion to enter further into them here. Rule 16, section IV., w 
L ojerSon until tie end of last year, but the role, then m forco retag to rollout 
instruction and parental right were, in all cases, complied with. 


Notes 
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Notes in explanation of the omission from the published Report of the Commissioners 
of such portions of the General Report of 1855, by Mr. Keenan, Head Inspector, as bear 
upon the practice of Religious instruction in the national schools under lus inspection : 

(a)— Extract from a letter, dated 24th January 1849, from the Commissioners of National 
Education to their head inspectors, as to the manner in which their annual Report was to 
be prepared. 


“ The Commissioners are anxious that the Reports should be of as practical a character as 
possible, and that they should contain such suggestions and observations connected with the 
state of the schools, qualifications of the teacher, and progress of the system, as you may 
deem desirable to bring under the notice of the Board.” 

“ When your Reports shall have been laid before them, the Commissioners will determine 
whether any and what portions of them shall be printed with the forthcoming report.” 

(5) — The above passage from Mr. Keenan’s Report was omitted by direction of the Com- 
missioners; because in the year 1855 the Commissioners had passed their new rule, on the 
subject of religious instruction, for the purpose of preventing the possibility of any child, in 
a national school, attending religious instruction given by a teacher of a different faith, from 
that of the child’s parent, without that parent being fully apprized of the fact; but it was 
not until some time (above three weeks) after Mr. Keenan had closed his inspection of the 
Ulster Schools, that the forms of “ Notices to Parents,” alluded to in Board’s rule, Part I. 
sect. IV. para. 16, and the object of which was to secure the free exercise of parental 
authority in the matter of religious instruction, were issued to the teachers, for the use of 
their schools. 

The last school in Ulster inspected by Mr. Keenan, where such a practice as he notices 
under the fifth head in the above Extract from his Report, was visited by him on the 6th 
day of November ; but the forms of “ Notices” were not sent out to the inspectors until the 
1st day of December. 

While, then, any abuses that may have previously existed, and which these “ Notices ” 
were intended to meet and correct, would, it was hoped, be removed through their operation, 
it was thought, at the same time, the less necessary to notice such ; and more particularly so 
as the Report of Mr. Keenan itself, from which the passage was expunged, in which the 
practices of some northern schools, as regards religious instruction, are commented on, did 
not reach the office until the 14th day of July 1856, at which date the new rule had been at 
least six months in operation, and must therefore, it was presumed, have brought the 
government of the schools in conformity in this matter with the Board’s rules.
